US visitors give creative 
fostering scheme the 


seal of approval 


IT takes a whole community to raise 
a child and a pioneering scheme 
supporting those involved in foster 
care in the royal borough has been 
given a stateside seal of approval. 

Young people and carers benefiting from 
the Mockingbird Family Model (MFM) 
welcomed two American representatives 
of the initiative earlier this month. 

They were able to see first-hand how the 
model has worked for both carers and the 



young people in their charge. 

MFM representative and director 
Degale Cooper of Washington State and 
Lillian Stevens, Fostering Network MFM 
programme manager, visited some of the 
families involved in the initiative at the 
home of two of the carers, which acts at 
the MFM Greenwich ‘hub home’. 

The MFM was launched in the borough 
in 2015 and provides a support network 
for both young people and their carers, 
creating a stronger sense of belonging. 

At the heart of the approach is the 
dedicated ‘hub home’ of specially 
recruited and trained carers. They 
provide respite care for foster carers, as 
well as peer support and social activities 
for children and carers. 

The model works like an extended 
family, with families supporting each 
other and overcoming problems together, 
before they escalate. The hub also builds 
links with other families and with a wider 
network of agencies to enhance young 
people’s opportunities to learn, develop 
and succeed. 

Emphasis is placed on counselling and 
coaching skills for carers alongside a 
recognition of emotional wellbeing, a feeling 
of being supported and the sense of belonging 
for both carers and young people. 

Degale Cooper told GT: “MFM hub home 
families are really identifiable because 
they always find creative and family- 
focused ways to bring communities of 
people together. The hub home parents 
have helped create a safe and loving 
environment where children and adults 
feel welcomed and supported. 

“The MFM ensures that foster carers are 
well taken care of and that children feel 
safe and connected to a community that 
cares about them.” 

The council is one of only two local 
authorities in London, and six across 
the country, to pilot the scheme. There 
are plans to expand the MFM in Royal 
Greenwich following its success since it 
was launched last October.

ATOURING museum 
project focusing on the role 
of women on the Home 
Front during the First World 
War is continuing its way 
round the borough. 

Here Come the Girls 
- Women in Wartime 
1915-18 has been devised 
by the Royal Greenwich 
Heritage Trust as three 
mobile exhibitions telling 
the different strands of the 
project. 

Based on a compilation 
of true stories, they feature 
the women who worked 
at the Royal Arsenal; the 
nurses and Voluntary Aid 
Detachments (VAD) in 
the borough's hospitals 
and temporary auxiliary 
hospitals, such as Charlton 
House; and the families 
living on the Progress 
Estate in Eltham. 

Nell Clancy is a munitions 


worker at the Royal Arsenal 
and lives in a hostel with 
other girls who work there. 
A feisty character, she is 
enjoying the extra money 
paid for the job. 

Ivy Higgins is a VAD nurse 
in her last week of training 
before being based at 
Charlton House Auxiliary 
Red Cross Hospital. Her 
older brother has died and 
now she is worried about 
her sweetheart who is 
fighting in France. 

The third character is May 
Pinson who is juggling 
being a mother, wife and 
war worker living on the 
new Progress Estate with 
her family, including 
their dog Ollie. Dealing 
with Zeppelin raids, war 
shortages and a son at war 
with the others keen to join 
him, life is tough. 

Tracy Stringfellow, chief 


executive officer of the 
heritage trust, said: "The 
role of women in the royal 
borough during the First 
World War was vital to the 
war effort and this project 
allows us to explore their 
role in much greater detail 
with our local community." 

You can meet the 
different women as the 
project tours the borough 
over the spring and 
summer, and at family fun 
days from July.

Patients offered 
alternative care 

NHS managers have reacted quickly to 
arrange alternative cover for patients after 
a Plumstead doctor's surgery was closed 
after an inspection. 

Three thousand patients of The Slade 
surgery have been advised to get medical 
care from the nearby Garland Road Clinic. 
They were sent a letter by NHS England 
and Greenwich Clinical Commissioning 
Group last month informing them that 
the surgery could be closed for up to six 
months. 

The closure follows an inspection by the 
Care Quality Commission which took the 
decision to temporarily suspend services at 
the practice on March 18. 

A spokesperson for NHS England said: 

"The surgery has been given six months 
to address some issues identified during 
the visit by the CQC and the closure will be 
reviewed in six months. 

We have arranged for registered patients 
to be seen at the nearby Garland Road 
Clinic instead. The practice is located less 
than five minutes away from the Slade 
Surgery, which we hope will minimise 
disruption for patients. 

"We have written to patients with detailed 
information about the changes and will 
ensure that they are kept up to date in the 
months ahead."

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Thousands join Sikh community harvest festival

THE Borough’s Sikh community was 
out in force to celebrate their annual 
Vaisakhi Festival in Woolwich last 
weekend. 

Estimates of six or seven thousand 
people attended a parade starting from 
the Gurdwara Sahib place of worship in 
Calderwood Street, Woolwich on April 9. 

The colourful procession of decorated 
vehicles, barefoot Sikhs in ceremonial 
clothing and smiling families made 
their way through the streets to the 
Gurdwara Sahib in Masons Hill. 


Earlier in the day the Mayor of 
Greenwich, Cllr Norman Adams, and 
Eltham MP Clive Efford unveiled a 
plaque in memory of the Sikhs who had 
fought and died in the two World Wars. 
They were joined by council leader Cllr 
Denise Hyland and deputy leader Cllr 
John Fahy. 

Originally installed last year, it 
remembers the “supreme sacrifices of 
the valiant Sikhs”. 

It reads: “Their bravery and courage 
brought honour to the Khalsa Panth [the 
worldwide community of Sikhs] and will 


continue to inspire generations to come.” 

Inside the gurdwara, delicious food 
was served and music played as part of 
the day’s festivities. 

Vaisakhi, also known as Baisakhi, 
is the festival which celebrates the 
founding in 1699 of the Sikh community 
known as the Khalsa. It is also the 


annual harvest festival in the Punjab 
that ushers in the Sikh new year. The 
festival falls on April 13 or 14 every 
year.

BOOKING tennis courts and 
football pitches is easier than 
ever with the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich's new online 
booking system. Players 
can now book one of the 
three hard surface courts 
at Blackheath (available 
9am-5pm in winter and 
9am to 9pm in the summer). 
Footballers can also book 
pitches at Avery Hill Park, 
Bostall Heath, Charlton 
Park, Eltham Park South and 
Hornfair Park. 

Payment and pitch 
confirmation only takes a few 
seconds and the permit is 
sent out by email. This can be 
shown to the park ranger on a 
mobile or by a print-out of the 
permit. 

Cllr Maureen O'Mara, cabinet 
member for customer services 
welcomed the new facility 
saying: "The new online 


booking system for tennis 
courts and football pitches 
is a great example of getting 
more of our services online, 
making it significantly easier 
for users to book pitches and 
courts with minimal hassle.
